Ddward Taylor, a well known attorney in 
that suburb, was struck and instantly killed 
dy a north bound train. As Mr. Taylor ap- 
proached the tracks he saw a train coming 
from the north and he stepped on the other 
track to Watch it go by. He did not notice | 
that another train was swiftly coming from 
the south, Fred Summers, a 10 year old boy, 
saw the train approaching and tried in vain 
to warn Mr. Taylor of his danger. 

When the train struck him he was hurled 
twenty feet from the tracks. His body was 
taken to his residence at 1722 Orrington ave- 
nue, where an inquest will be held today. 
Mr. Taylor was 73 years old and had been a 
resident of Evanston for more than forty 


Mr. Taylor was the oldest republican 
speaker in the United States, having made 
stump speeches in every campaign for more 
than forty-five years. He was a, member of 
the Lincoln park board from 1870 to 1893, 
and for the five years previous he was re- 
garded as the most successful criminal 
lawyer in Chicago. 
From 1967 to 1860 Mr. Taylor was a member 
of the state legislature. He served two terms 
on the staté board of equalization. 

He is survived by nine children. Although
